This 
condition had beat anticipated br the 
officials of the Institution and an in- 
creased force of tpaying .tellers waa on 
hand to meet the unusual' demands. .As 
on yesterday, the bnnk waited the re- 
quired notice of thirty days and p.aid 
all orders on demand. 
The line was 


handled expeditiously but new comers 
swelled the list of applicants and at 
one itme it WAS estimated that there 
were fully 2000 
people 
anxious to 


withdraw their funds from the vaults. 


It wan announced -that the bank was 


in no wise discommoded by the un- 
usunl drain upon it and the celerity 
with which the paying tellers dispatch- 
ed the people in the line pive color to 
the assertion.
